LakeviJle, Conn.. Aug. 25..Wllltam B. S.-eley, of

Bridgeport, ono of the best known men in the
State, died at hla summer home thls afternoon
after an illness of only an hour. from paratyafa.
He ha.i been proni!n«-nt iti political an.l business
life for a number of years, and wns president of
the Flrst Natlonal Bank of Bridgeport at the tlme
of his death. Mr. Seeley was a close frlend of
President McKinley, and at the opening of tho
latter'a aecond term waa asked to beeome Treasurer
of the Unlted States. Ho declined it for personal
rea-oons. Mr. 8eeley was sixty-four years old. antl
leaves a -wldow and flve sons.

MRS. WILLIAM REDMUND.
Mra, Willlam Redmund, better known ns Mrs.

Thomaa Barry, the actress. di.-d on Thursday at
Plermont. N. Y. Mra. Redmund was well known tn
the Murray Hill Theatre. where she appeared sev¬
eral years ago ln the older comedies.

WILLIAM E. SEELEY.
Bridgeport, Aug. 26..Willlam E. Seeley, one of

the foremost flnanclers of New-England and ex-
Controller of Connecticut, dled suddenly this even-
latg at hla Bummer home ln I.akevllle, Conn. He
had eaten a hearty dlnner and was sitting on the
veranda cf lils home wheri ptricken with apo-
plexy The deceased was a Republican Presi-
dentlai elector on two oecaslons and was men¬
tioned as the next Republican candidate for Gov¬
ernor. He was president of the Flrst Natlonal
Bank of Bridgeport, and a director in many manu¬
facturing concerns. He was a mem her of several
New-York clubs. A wldow and several adult chll¬
dren aurvlve him.

COLONEL PATRICK HENRY MURPHY.
Colonel Patrlck Henry Murphy, a veteran of the

Civil War. died on Thursday at hls home. No. 243
West S4th-sL Colonel Murphy was a captain in the
6th Vermont Volunteers during the Civil War. nnd
at the close of the war was promoted to colonel.
He wa8 born at Randolph Centre, Vt., ln 1843. He

came to New-York in 1867 and took up the study of
medlclne, at the same tlme taking an active In¬
tereat in politics. He was elected to the State
Assembly from the 25th Assembly District. After
the war he served aa commander of Lafayette Post
No. 140. He was also presldent of the Ameriean
Institute, in New-York.

ln 1862 he married Mlss Carrie Smith. a sister of
John Sablne Smlth. At one tlme he waa presidentof tha Republican Club. Mrs. Murphv ls stlll llvlng.The funeral wlll be conducted with full mllitarv
honora by the Lafayette Post, and he will be
buried at Rondout Centre.

HUGH M. THOMAS.
Hugh M. Thomas. one of the largest property

ownera ln Long Island City, died on Thursday
nlght at hla aummer home at Rockville Centre,
Long laland. Mr. Thomas was strlcken wlth paral-
ysla on Wednesday whlle getting ready to take
hls daughter for a drive to Long Beach. He was

seventy-slx years old. For forty years he waa en¬

gaged in the bulidlng business ln Greenpolnt and
Long Island City. He was vice-president of the
Long Island Clty 8a-vings Bank and -was interested
ln many other businesB enterprises. He was a thirty-
aecond degree Mason. He was a Republlcan. and
always took an interest in public aftaira, but never

held public offlce. Hls wlfe and thelr only child.'

Mother in Court Refuses to Withdraw Bur¬

glary Charge.
Alleglng that her Bon had been driven to felony by

love for atrong drink, Mrs. Rebecca Murray, ln tho
Flushlng police court. declined yesterday to with¬
draw a charge of burglary she had made agalnst
him. She said it would be a mlstake to do so. and
that 6he was acting kindly in prosecuting hlm.
George Murray. the accused young man, is

twenty-one years of age, and has been popular in
Klushlng. He ls a graduate from the College of
the <*!ty of New-York, and hls father is connected
wlth a prominent Manhattan flrm. Mrs. Murray
aays her son fell from good company to the com-

panlonship of those who drank, and that an effort
to ehut off his drinking habits by allowlng him no

money caused him to break into her home and
steal from her among other articles of Jewelry her
wedding ring. She also accoaaa him of having
taken a dlamond p!n, an open and pearl set ring
and a gold watch. in all valued at $100.
The warrant for the youne man's arrest was

issued some days ago. and although he was known
to be still in Flushlng, the police could not flnd
hlm. Late Thursday night he was found htding in
a vacant house. In court he offered to return tho
atolen articles, and promised to reform. He was
committed.

BURGLARS LOOT P0ST0FFICE,

Building at Three Bridges Wrecked by Ex¬

plosion of Nitroglyccerine.
Hy Telegraph to The Tribune.)

Three Bridges. N. J., Aug. 25..Burglars blew open
the safe in the postofflce early thia morning. Enough
nltroglyceriiifc was used to wreck a dozen safes.
About 2 o'elock many of the neighbors were awak-
ened by the explosion. but no one made any investi¬
gation.
Everything in the room was knocked askew. and

a large piece of the safe was blown through the
building. A large hole was blown through the
ceiling, and the flooring was ripped up beneath the
safe. All the .* indow panes were blown out. The
tblev.-s obtalned 16 In ca-*h and between $140 and >150
ln postage s'amps.

PEACH CROP ESCAPED DAMAGE.

Connecticut Tobacco Growers Estimate
Losses by Storm at $50,000.

New -Haven, Aug. 25..In only one section of
the tobacco ralslng district of Connecticut did
the electrical siorm of last night do heavy dam¬
age. The peach crop, which ls about to be har-
vested, entirely escaped Injury.
The storm was very severe between Hartford

and New-Haven. In Wlndsor, a few miles north
of Hartford. hall cut down tobacco plants so

that to-day the loss to growers is placed at $50.-
OGU. In South Glastonbury, a few miles south-
eaat of Hartford, only a llght rain fell at that
time on the Immense peach orchard of J. H.
Ha'.e
The peach crop in this State will be a record

breaker. and had this storm swept broadly
across the State the loss to peach growers, to¬
bacco raisers and market gardeners would have
been enormous.

BURNED SHIP AT PIER.

Wreck of Marlborough Hill Expected to
Float When Pumped Out.

The wrecking tug William Chapman. of the
Merrltt-Chapman Wrecking Company, yesterday
went to the side of the Marlborough Hill, whlch
was struck by lightning and burned off Staple¬
ton, Staten Island, on Thursday night, and
towed her to the pier of the wrecking company.
